GERMAN VESSEL > 
SUNK JN BALTIC. 


First Activity of British 
Submarines Reported. 


Movement of Ore Steamers is 
Temporarily Stopped. 


Northern Sea Now Reported 
Entirely Free of Ice. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

STOCKHOLM, May 17 (via Lon- 
don, May 18.)—The German steam- 
er Hera was sunk thig morning off 
Lardsort in the Baltic. The sinking 
of the Hera marks the first activ- 
ity of British submarines in the 
Baltic this season. The Hera left 
Stockholm on Tuesday to take on 
2000 tons of iron ore at Oxloesund. 
Her captain was ordered on board 
the submarine with the ship’s papers 
and taken prisoner. Sufficient time 
was given the crew to leave the ship. 

All on board were saved. 

The report of the submarine ac- 
tivity has stopped the movement of 
numerous German vessels with car- 
foes of iron ore now at Oxlorsund 
and other points. 

According to the Dagens Nyheter, 
the German steamer Hera was tor- 
southw ndsort, yesterday, 
after having received a warning. 

SUBMARINES ACTIVE.

LONDON, May 18. — A ‘1iarge 
tumber of British submarines are 
operating in the eastern and south- 
ern portions of the Baltic Sea, 
which now is ice free, says a dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company from Copenhagen. It was 
one of these submarines which sank 
the German steamer Hera, the dis-

WORK OF THE RUSSIANS. 

The sinking of two German steam- 
ships by a submarine believed to be 
a Ruesian, is reported in a Reuter 
dispatch from  S8tockholm.

They particularly appear 
to have worked havoc with the ore 
trade between Scandinavia and Ger- 
many, sinking a number of ore ves- 
sels, and, according to some reports, 
virtually paralyzing thie traffic for 
weeks because of the peril to ship- 
ping due to the known presence of 
the hostile undersea craft. 

TRAFFIC INTERRUPTED. 

Special dispatches from Scandina- 
vian sources to British newspapers 
ir. mid-October declared that Ger- 
man commercial traffic virtually had 
been cleared from the Baltic by the 
British submarine activity. one list 
printed containing the names of 
twenty German ships sunk during 
October. German accounts. how- 
ever, denied there was any such 
stoppage of traffic as was claimed in 
British sources, citing the move- 
ments of hundreds of ships from va- 
rious Baltic ports during the period 
Of submarine operations in those 
waters. In an effort to prevent the 
entry of more submarines, Germany, 
according to reports, laid additional 
mines to block the narrow entrance 
to the aBltic and placed obstructions 
to trap incoming craft. 

The coming of winter put an end 
to the British undersea activity in 
the Baltic. It was reported that the 
British craft had put up for the cold 
season in Russian Baltic ports, 
whence they apparently have 
emerged with the Baltic now ice free 
again to engage in operations against 
German shipping.

BIG INCREASE | 
&F OR THE NAVY. 
Administration Loses Fight in 
Defense Campaign. 
Five Large Battle Cruisers to 
be Authorized. 


Twenty Submarines are Also 
to be Recommended. 


[SY A. P.. NIGHT WIRE.1 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Admin- 
istration forces in Congress lost the 
first skirmish i the naval prepar- 
edness campaign today when the 
House committee broke a five-day 
deadlock and completed the naval 
appropriation bill without approving 
the five-year building programme 
advocated by President Wilson and 
Secretary Daniels. 

As finally agreed to, the bill au- 
thorizes the construction im 1917 of 
five battle cruisers, as against two 
dreadnaughts and two battle cruis- 
ers recommended by Secretary Dan- 
iels; four scout cruisers, an increase 
of one scout over the department's 
programme; ten destroyers, as 
against fifteen recommended; twen- 
ty submarines, three to be 800-ton 
boats, compared With five fleet and 
25 coast defense submersibles rec- 
commended, one hospital ahip, one 
oil fuel ship, and one ammunition 
ship. The gunboat recommended 
was stricken out and the fuel and 
ammunition ships were added from 
Secretary Daniels’s programme for 
the second year. 

BILL A RECORD BREAKER. 


The tetal amount carried by the 
bill is $240,000,000, the largest naval 
appropriation ever presented to Con- 


gress. 

While the appropriation proposed 
is, if anvthing, an increase over the 
department's plans, failure of the 
five-year programme and the fact 
that no dreadnaughts were pro- 
vided for, make the bill unsatisfac- 
tory to administration officials, Sec- 
retary Daniels said tonight he never 
lost hope of getting what he asked 
for until Congress adjourned. It 
was clearly indicated that the Sen- 
ate, which has not yet taken up con- 
sideration of the naval bill, even in 
committee, was relied upon to re- 
store the battleships. The Senate 
has never failed to increase the pro- 
gramme for the navy mapped out by 
the House, and navy officials are 
confident that the final bill will pro- 
vide for at least two battleships and 
four battle cruisers. 

DEADLOCK IN HOUSE. 


The deadlock in the House com- 
mittee followed a caucus of the 
eight Republican members of the 
committee, at which it was decided 
to oppose the five-year programme 
and to seek to increase the 1917 ap- 
propriations over the figure suggest- 
ed by the department. Five of the 
thirteen Democrats not only opposed 
the continuing programme, but also 
were determined to cut down the 
1917 estimates and not to vote for 
any battleship appropriation. They 
were willing to support a four bat- 
tle cruiser programme, however, and 
the final compromise was effected by 
Chairman Padgett, with Representa- 
tive Hensley of Missouri, a leader 
of the so-called “little navy’’ Dem- 
ocrats, who induced the other four 
to join him in agreeing to the five 
battle cruiser plan. 

VIEW OF PADGETT. 

To meet this concession Chairman 
Padgett was compelled to abandon 
the five-year project and it was not 
brought to a vote in the committee, 
as it was certain of defeat if the 
Republicans and little navy Demo- 
crats combined. He «was also 
forced to accept a provision pro- 

by Representative Hensley, 
authorizing the President to call a 
conference of world powers at the 
conclusion of the European war to 
draw plans for an international 
peace tribunal. An appropriation 
of $200,000 for this purpose car- 
ried in the section, which was 
adopted unanimously, and it would 
authorize the President to appoint 
nine citizens distinguished as law- 
yers and peace advocates to repre- 
sent the United States.

The Republican programme agreed 
to by the minority when the Demo- 
cratic plan was learned, was two 
battleships, six battle cruisers, six 
scout cruisers, fifty submarines, 
twenty-eight destroyers, two gun 
boats, one destroyer tender, two fuel 
ofl ships, a supply ship, a naval 
transport, a hospital ship, an am- 
munition ship and a repair ship. 

Representative Stephens of Call- 
fornia, Republican, tested the com- 
mittee with a series of motions, all 
of which were defeated by both Re- 
publican and Democratic votes. They 
ranged from ten battleships to 
eighty destroyers and represented, 
roughly figured, a_ total cost of 
$599,000,000. The Pacific Coast in- 
terests were taken care of in the 
compromise bill with a provision 
that eight of the new submarines 
and four destroyers shall be built 
there if the cost of construction does 
not exceed Atlantic coast prices by 
more than the additional freight 
charges on material. 

STAND OF KITCHIN. 


Majority Leader Kitchin of the 
House, expressed great satisfaction 
with the bill and said it might be 
brought up in the House next week, 
although other Democratic leaders 
were not hopeful that it could be 
voted on before the national conven- 
tions. Mr. Kitchin’s statement, 
however, is viewed as significant, as

The battle-cruiser designs are not 
complete, although it has de- 
cided that they will be 850 in 
length, have a speed of thirty-five 
knots, a range of action of 10,000 
sea miles, a displacement of 32,000 
tons and either eight or ten of the 
heaviest guns afloat. If ten guns are 
mounted they will carry fourteen- 
inch, fifty-caliber main batteries, and 
if eight guns are decided upon they 
will carry sixteen-inch rifles, the 
heaviest ever put afloat. 

NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


Plans for the battleships, which 
Secretary Daniels still is confident 
Congress will provid call for 
26,000-ton ships, mount ten six- 
teen-tnch rifles each and with a 
speed of twenty-one or more knots 
an hour. They will have 4000 tons 
more displacement than ships to be 
laid down this year and exceed by 
nearly 6000 tons any foreign battle- 
ship built or building, so far as navy 
designers know. 

The battle cruisers will cost $20,- 
000,000, as against $18,000,000, es- 
timated, for the dreadnaughts. On 
the basis of the committee bill, navy 
experts figure that this Congress will 
provide at least a total of $94,000,- 
000 for new ships.

}of Devil's Gate Dam; in the Arroyo 


Seco, was reached Wednesday morn-

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Jurisdiction of Federal Court ' Made 
an Issue for First Time in Case 
Growing out of Entry on 
Imperial Valley 
Acreage. 


An interesting case, involving the 
question of the jurisdiction of the 
Federal court in certain phases of 
a government land contest, is pehd- 
ing before United States District 
Judge Van Fleet. 


The style of the action is Moses B. 
Davis against Arthur 8S. Fell, in- 
volving 160 acres of fine land in the 
vicinity of El Centro, on an order 
to show cause why Davis should not 
veut given possession of thé prop- 


y. 

The record shows that in 1903 
Fell made a homestead entry on the 
land, but was unable to secure a pat- 
ent because conflicting surveys 
showed the land to be within ex- 
isting entries. In 1913 Davis filed 
a homestead entry on the same land 
and Fell instituted a contest against 
Davis in the local Land Office. 

The hearing was had and Register 
Buren and Receiver Robinson held 
for Davia, | 

Fell claimed that Davis had al- 
ready exhausted his rights of entry 
under the homestead law, and that 
the land could not be entered as 
“esert, as it had already been re- 
claimed by Fell and was in a high 
state of cultivation. Davis alleged 
that he had relinquished a former 
entry without consideration and un- 


t 


der the law he was entitled to make| 


another entry. 

Following this action of the local 
Land Office Lell pursued the litiga- 
tion through the Superior Court of 
Imperial county, where ‘the judg- 
ment was in his favor, in an opinion 


rendered by Judge Franklin J. Cole. 


Then Davis came back in the 
Federal court for a reversal of the 
judgment rendered at El Centro, and 
the point was raised that the Fed- 
eral court had no jurisdiction of the 
case under the circumstances, and 
that the opinion of the State court 
must prevail. It was on this issue 
that the hearing was had yesterday 
by Judge Van Fieet. It is claimed 
that the question involved has never 
been passed on by the local Federal 
court. In the past, litigation cover- 
ing the failure of HMtigants to get 
possession of the land, after the gov- 
ernment has decided that they are 
entitled to its possession, has always 
been fought out in the State courts.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 18-—A resumption of 
heavy buying in July cotton by 
Liverpool houses, presumably the 
undoing of straddles, and a wave of 
commission house buying, advanced 
prices sharply in the initial dealings. 
This betterment in values induced 
heavy realizing by old iongs, al- 
though the market showed its ability 
to absorb these large offerings in 
impressive fashion. The detailed 
weather report, showing rain in only 
oné station in the eastern belt, regis- 
tered extremely heavy rains in Texas. 
In the former gg much more 
moisture is needed, while in North- 
western Texas dry, warm weather is 
badiy needed to allow for replanting. 
Spot quotations, as a rule, were un- 
changed, although at Norfolkvan ad- 
vance of 25 points, compared to yes- 
terday, was recorded. In the last 
hour the market renewed its upward 
tendency on reports of a severe wind 


rain storm in the Gulf States. May

It is alleged in the complaint that 
Mr. Howard represented Mrs. Con- 
ley in a suit to recover her interest 
in property in Chinatown, valued at 
$400,000, that was formerly owned 
by Cayetano Apablasa, Mrs. Conley’s 
father. Mr. Berry claims Mr. How- 
ard recovered $20,000 for his cli- 
ent and charged her $10,000 for his 
services. The action is brought on 
the ground that the children, being 
minors, were not represented by the 
trustee in the negotiations between 
their mother and her attorney. The 
trustee says this money represents 
a trust fund in which the children 
have an interest.
